LOS ANGELES, Calif., Jan. 10.—Henry McClellan, Negro CWA 
worker, member of the I. L. D., was fired from his CWA job in 
Griffith Park today for refusing to be moved from the job where 
he had been working to a segregated crew of Negro workers who 
had been sent to Bee Rock to work together on the pretext that 


“they would get along togethe: 
better.”’ 

A eommittee which tried to see 
Donnally about this was told that 
he was not i, and when they 


spoke to the job supervisor, 
MacWarmack, he told them that 
McClellan could not go back on 
the job unless he went to Bee 
Roek. Pettis Perry, on the com- 
mittee, exposed the fallacy of 
MacWarmack’s excuse that the 
job was nearer to the Negro 
workers’ homes, by pointing out 
that there were white workers 
also in that neighborhood, and 
that white workers in the neigh- 
horhood of the registration office 
on Central Aveue were not al- 
lowed to register there, but to 
go to the office down town re 
served for White workers. 
When the committee was final- 


ly able to see Donnally, head of 
CWA employment, he said that 
a committee of Negroes had been

“San Francisco Knows Tiow’’-— 
to stall the jobless! 

After women have 
at the Larkin entrance 
Civie auditorium, sworn to their 
age, nationality, one year’s resi- 
dence in San Franciseo, and that 
they have no other means of sup- 


registered 
to the 


port than that to be secured by 
their own efforts, they have to 
wait five days for the truth of 
their statements to be “investi- 
gated.” 

If they pass this test they are 
given a blue card and told ‘to 
go down to 709 Mission street. 


And they do—hundreds of them! 
And they keep on going! 
“The requisitions are not 
yet. Come back tomorrow.’ 
“We'll have the money for 
sewing jobs tomorrow. Come buck 


here 


in the morning.” 

The doors are open at eight, 
but women begin to arrive about 
half past seven, and when the 
doors open they swarm in, up the 
stairs, into the rooms, along both 
Sides of the corridors, down the 
stairs, and, frequently stand two 
abreast on the sidewalk down to 
the corner at Third street. 

Fat-bellied policemen, smug in 
the knowlelge they have jobs, 
parade up and down this long 
line “to keep order.” 


The stray cards that are given 


out from 709 Mission street only 
entitle the holders to APPLY for 
certain vacancies, and where six 
persons are to be emploved, FIF- 
TY to ONE HUNDRED are sent 
to apply. 


And the few jobs provided have 


made no difference in the num- 
ber of women waiting for work.

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Editorial Column 


Only a Mass Campaign Will 
Place Party on the Ballot 


This is a great and democratic countrv. You vote for you 
government officials. You have a perfect right to elect people of 
whichever of the bovses’ parties you prefer—of the Democratic. 
Republican ox Socialist. If you have not made up your mind 
which of these will skin you least, then you can just say “non- 
Party” when you register to vote. But if you say Communist 
well, the clerk will simply reply, “There is no such Party in 
California.” 


If you are of the kind that swallow the usual line of “bunk” 
that's handed out, you will do as the clerk tells you. But if 
you are a militant worker, you will stand your ground, as did 
comrades Paul and Flora Ortner of Sonoma County. When they 
came to Santa Rosa to register. the County Clerk, who is perfectly 
well aware that the law gives you a right to register for which- 
ever party you please, but was evidently instructed to do other- 
wise, refused to register them Communist, obligingly advising them 
to be “non-partisan”. But when the comrades insisted and even 
threatened to take court action, the clerk and the District Attor- 
ney discovered that they can register. 


Sonoma County is not an isolated case. Such reports come 
from other parts of the state, indicating that such are state-wide 
instructions to all registrars. Altho the government of the bankers, 
landlords and capitalists says “there is no such Party”, they are 
afraid of it. THE INSTRUCTIONS ARE NOT LEGAL AND ARE 
A PLOT TO KEEP THE COMMUNISTS OFF OF THE BALLOT. 
Thousands of sponsors will be needed to place a full state workers 
ticket on the ballot. These must be registered Communists. 
That is why Communist registrations are discouraged. 


BOSSES FEAR COMMUNIST PARTY 

Any worker who still has ideas that it is best to support a 
lesser evil among the capitalist parties, because “the Communists 
have no chance” should learn from the policy of the bosses. If the 
bosses were not afraid of the Communist role in elections, they 
would not take such pains to keep us off the ballot. Although 
they may be sure that we will not sweep the elections, they are 
afraid that even if one worker is elected to the state Senate or 
Assembly, the workers will for the first time have a spokesman 
whe will voice their demands, will expose all the plots against 
the workers, he will make it difficult for them to engineer grand 
steals, from the people and graft. They also realize that if the 
Communist Party is on the ballot, it can register a large support 
behind it and smash the fairy tales that Communists are a few 
‘imported agitators”. They likewise hate to give official recog- 
nition to the party of the workers, as that will make it more dif- 
ficult for them to illegalize it as they hone to do. In fact the 
Party is not permitted to function openly now in the Imperial

“Testimony submitted to the grand jury to date is totally 
inadequate to justify indictment against any person or persons 
for the lynching of Jack Holmes and Harold Thurmond here 
November 26th last.” 


This is what the Grand Jury of Santa Clara County had to say 
after a two-day “investigation”. People who made a big point out 
of the demand for an investigation, will of course be disappointed 
But not the Communists. We have from the outset stated that 
Governor James Rolph-Lynch is only the chief of the lynch rule 
that prevails in California. Santa Clara is only one of the spot’ 
that confirms his policy. The same people who white-washed the 
lynching, have declared through their mouthpiece, the San Jose 
News, a week ago, that the lynching should also be used on th 
“agricultural union organizers”. 


At this very moment, lynch rule rages in the Imperial Valle; 
strike. One thousand dollars reward is offered for the arrest 0’ 
the leaders, and if the growers there could lay their hands o1 
them, Imperial Valley would probably join San Jose’s and Pixley’ 
fame. 

Perhaps in no case has it been so openly exposed that : 
Grand Jury is nothing but a white-washing instrument. Ye’ 
liberals often devote their main efforts to bringing a matte 
before that body, as if that in itself is a victory. It is onl: 
playing into the hands of the picked watchdogs, who guard thr 
interests of their masters, the capitalists. When the so-callec 
investigation is over, many unthinking people fall for the verdiec’ 
that “after a thorough investigation, the charges have been founc 
unfounded, etc., ete., This only gives the criminals 
grafters, and similar enemies of the workers permission to g 
right ahead with their work.

Christmas Did Not},

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 18. 
-Despite the stimulating ef- 
ects of Christmas buying and 
he expenditure of the first 
WA checks, Frank C. Mac- 
jonald in his repoit for De- 
vember, shows that employ- 
nent in California decreased 
by 4.5% in comparison with 
November, and the payrells 
total decreased by 2.7°.. He 
reports an increase in the 
average earnings for each 
worker, by 1.9%. 

All industries showed a de- 
crease, ranging to 10‘, for 
furniture, and 12.4% in the 
food industries. The only in- 
creases were 3.9°% for metal, 
and 6° for printing (adver- 
tisement) in addition to retail 
sales which was 22°.
